. often talk," said a woll-kno-wn 


tiutress the other day, "of tlie big sala- 
ries wo get, but you"fail in :t great meas- 
ure to tako iato account tlio expenses 
.wo nrc subjected to. One hundred dol- 
lars a -week you consider good pay,, btit" 
;I can tell yoti it doesn't go for •with >tho • 
.life 'wo.have to lead and the burden we; 
have to bear. If I could get S100 a -week 
the year round I should have no cause 
to grumble. I don't know.that I have 
much cause as it is, but I do resent the ; 
idea that.is'constantly being advanced- 
by tho papers that that is'agreat deal 
:o£ money for tho-work we do. True, 
the actual work of tho star is but- three - 
hours a day, perhaps four, considering; 
that I have to be in my dressing room11 
ono hour before the performance begins,' 
and on an average I can get out by H :30 
o'clock. 


"First of all, -an ordinary engage- 


ment runs from thirty to "thirty :fivo ; 
weeks. If anything comes 'after that it 
is chance and a lucky one. 
A thirty- 


live -weeks' engagement is a fair one to 
mako an average upon. That is $3,- 
000 a year. 
I make about1 $70 a 


•week. ' Now then I Bave a husband' 
who, poor fellow, doesn't .do. much.'. 
How 'can he, whon'most of the-time...he 
has to look after me'?. The children 
compel us to keep a house in the city, 
and I must have a nurse to look after, 
tho children, I am away so much. Now 
you know that in a flat with a servant, 
a husband and two children it is the 
easiest thing in the world to get away 
with $-10 or $50 a week. 


' 'Even that would be all right and I 


should have little to complain of if it 
wero not that at any moment I must 
hold myself in readiness to be called 
away on a traveling tour. Do you 
know what that means? Well, we 
often travel pretty nearly all day and I 
must pay'for my own sleeping berths at 
night if I don't want to sit up.

"Then there is the important item of 


dresses. The manager furnishes uone 
of the ordinary run of drcssns, only 
when lie wants something extraordinary 
to bo done does ho contribute anything 
to the expense, and then there is always 
a lot of wrangling about it. 
My stage 


dresses cost me $500 easily in a season. 
I am lucky when, that is all they come 
to. Besides, there are stage boots and 
stockings '-and' wigs find gloves and 
•toilet articles-averaging; I should say, 
about $7, or ?S-a week. An actress 
earning $100:per week, must keep np 
appearances. 
She must dress becom- 


ingly on.the stage. 
On wet nights sho 


must take a carriage homo, and^ occa- 
sionally, tirqd and Jmngiy, she wants a 
bite of. supper somewhere. 
Occasion- 


ally she advertises in tho dramatic 
papers . to keep ' Lor name before tho 
managers who aro stingiest, not to 
those who have tho least talent, but to 
tliose who are least known. 


• "In tho way of. work, there is tho 
terrible, bore,of rehearsals. You don't 
know what it means to be kept for six 
or aeven hours day after day, sometimes 
for weeks, sitting around a cold, damp, 
ill-lighted- stage. The indignities one 
has to suffer aro nameless. Not always, 
but often- -most managers, you" know, 
are not gentlemen." - 


"And yet young women want to be 
actresses!". . . 


"I often wonder whether they havo 


any idea what is in store for them. 
If 


I complain-that my life is a hard ono on 
$100, what must bo: tho life of those 
who ore paid S12, $20 and $30?" 


'.'Does not tho item of a husband 


make a. difference ?" . • 


"No, except in the right way. When 


I married, my husband was making $15 
a week in a store. I was getting $20. 
He stayed at $15,1 got ur> to $100. 
What is the use of his fooling his 
lifp out on such a salary when I 
have enough for both, and ho can be 
of more'value than that to me? Ee at- 
tends to all my business affairs/and 
does them better than I could. If it

I 
suppose with • good luck I may go on 
increasing in yaluo as I become more 
and more .known, till I get $200 a 
week. 'Then if I have failed to become 
a star, anil the 'chances of that aro not 
many (there -ivro about six successful 
female stars among 1,800 actresses in 
thus country.) Ishail sink back suddenly 
(o 'old women' parts. In other words, 
I shall have lost tho power to simulate 
youth. I shall be fat and my rouge 
will not-conceal my wrinkles.

they, will offer me $iO or $50 a week to 
play the'Marquise de St. Maurs and- tho 
Mrs. Mala'prop: All tho 'old woman' 
on o'n-r-stageJwerc once lending ladies 
and can 'refer, 'back to their triumphs 
in "the-.Ophelias, .-Desdcmonas and so 
forth.- -Oh,-110, tha way to take tho 
stage is'as u serious business,-not as an 
amusement.

Double Suicide.
